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Reasons for enactment 


The three years term of office of the members of the Market Com 
mittees nominated by the State Government under the provisions of 
section 12 - D of the Punjab Agricultural Produce Markets Act , 1961 is to 
expire on 11th June, 1985 . Due to the disturbed law and order situation 
in the State , it is not yet conducive to constitute the Market Committees 
in accordance with the provisions of section 12 of the Act. It is, therefore , 
imperative that the term of office of the members of the Market Com 
mittees nominated by the State Government be extended for six months. 
Hence this Bill. 


2 . In view of the urgency of the matter, it is not practicable to consult 
the Consultative Committee of Parliament on Punjab Legislation . This 
measure is accordingly being enacted without reference to the Consul 
tative Committee .
